“President Wilson must realize that 
the results of his action will be far 
greater for the United States than for 
us. It means the end of the Monroe 
Doctrine. It means the end of the pol- 
icy of avoiding entangling alliances, 
which, since the days of Washington, 
has been an article of faith. It is a 
change from provincialism to world cit- 
izenship, involving participation in Eu- 
ropean affairs. The proclamation of the 
policy of imperialism, which heretofore 
has been fought hardest by the Dem- 
ocrats, is now complete. The effect on 
international affairs in the United 
States cannot be avoided. 

Richest Nation in World. 

“But we shall not appraise*too light- 
ly the consequence for us of the entry 
of America into the ranks of our ene- 
mies.

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Personalty Listed at $1,171,708 
and Inventory Also Shows 
Three Pieces of Realty. 


An inventory of the estate of Miss Cla- 
ra Stifel, filed for probate today, showed 
she left personal property valued at $l,- 
171,708.21. She died Feb. 5 at her home, 
27013 St. Louis avenue, and in her will 
she bequeathed the bulk of the estate 
to her brother, Otto Stifel, brewer and 
Republican politician, and to her sister, 
Mrs. E. H. Conrades. 

The personalty is divided as follows. 
Stocks, $662,597.33; bonds, $93,500; notes, 
$95,350; checks, $540; cash, 278.58, and 
accounts, $314,464.58. 

These accounts are due from the 
Stifel Estate Co., in which she was a 
heavy stockholder. The inventory. also 
lists chattels, $443.50; jewelry, S54, and 
paintings, $180. 

Miss Stifel also owned a building at 
413 North Fourth street, with a rental 
value of $8600 a vear an@ @ house on 
Von Versen avenue with a rental value 
of $600. The family home where she 
died was also hers. 

The principal stock holdings as given 
in the inventory are $500,000 in the Stifel 
Estate Co., $59,500 in the St. Louis Im- 
provement Co., $7000 in the German 
Savings Institution, $25,000 in the Mer- 
chants’ Ice and Coal Co., $42,333 in the 
Consolidated Coal Co. and $28,200 in the 
Merchants and Manufacturers’ Invest- 
ment Co. 


CHANGES HIS MIND TOO LATE

German Now Willing to Take Up

Ex-Ruler of Hawaii Expresses Sym- 
pathy With America, 
HONOLULU, April 4.—The United

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Adminis- 
tration officials have directed atten- 
tion to a law already on the statute 
books under which as soon as Con- 
gress declares war every unnatural- 
ized German male, 14 years of age or 
over, may be confined or-removed as 
alien enemies. 

Under the old Prussian-American 
treaty of 1828, German citizens here 
would be to an extent exempt from 
the provisions of this law. The Unit- 
ed States, however, has refused <%o 
accede to a proposal of the Berlin 
Government that the treaty be re- 
affirmed with changes and additions 
and it is understood the document 
will be declared abrogated if the con- 
duct of Germans make such a step 
necessary. ae emcee 

The statute to which attention was 
called, the very existence of which has 
not been generally known, fdllows: 

‘Whenever there is a declared war 
between the United States and any for- 
eign nation. * * * ail natives, citizens, 
denizens or subjegts of the hostile na- 
tion or Government being males of the 
age of 14 years and upwards who shall 
be within the United States and not 
actually naturalized, shall be liable to 
be apprehended, restrained and removed 
as alien enemies. a 
“The President is &uthorized * * #* 
to direct the conduct to be observed on 
the part of the United States toward the 
aliens who become so liable * * * 
and to establish other regulations which 
are found necessary in the premises and 
for the public safety.”’

Possibly 6000 Germans Here 
Liable to Internment. 

The foregoing figures show a bal- 
ance of 6790 adult male Germans, not 
naturalized, in St. Louis seven vears 
ago. The number is believed to be 
much smaller at present, as the num- 
ber of Germans naturalized has been 
larger than that of the new arrivals 
from Germany. But this difference 
will be partly made up by the in- 
clusion, under the Jaw, of youths 14 
vears old and upward, Including 
these, it is believed, there may be in 
St. Louis 6000 who are subject to the 
provisions of the law for, internment.

IN TREATMENT OF AMERICANS 


Reply Made to American Note Which 
Refused to Accept German 
Interpretations, 
WASHINGTON, April 4.—Germany's 
reply to the American note which re- 
fused to accept the interpretation of 
the old Prussian treaties of 1799 and 
1828 because of Germany's ‘“‘flagrant vio- 
lations’ of the treaties, contains almost 
no argument in refutation of the Amer. 
ican contentions, but states that Ger- 
many will live up to that part of ths 
treaty dealing with Americans in Ger- 

many. 

Germany denies having herself broken 
the treaties and charges that this Gov- 
ernment practically has done so. 

Germany's denial of having violated 
the articles providing for free inter- 
course of either country with an enemy 
of the other, on the ground of a block. 
ade, is considerec absurd here. Her pres- 
ent submarine campaign is not credited 
with the first qualification of a block- 
ade, namely, effectiveness, as not «a 
per cent of thé vessels entering and 
leaving England are affected.

The House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee during the morning accepted the 
Senate’s resolution in place of its own 
and favorably reported it for passage. 
Representative Shackleford of Missouri, 
Democrat, and Representative Cooper, 
Republican, of Wisconsin, were the only 
members of the committee to vote 
against the resolution. 


During the debate in the Senate, Sen- 
ator Lodge declared that the United 
States should seize the German mer- 
chant ships now in American ports and 
use them to replace ships Germany sunk 
by submarines. 


- Senator Vardaman, Democrat, of Miss- 
issippi, was the first Senator to an- 
nounce he would vote against the reso- 
lution. 

Senator Stone of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, in a brief speech, 
opposed the resolution, but pledged hin- 
self to do all in his power to help wage 
war successfully. Senator Kenyon said 
te would vote for the resolution if for 
no other_reason than for national unity 

After debate in the Senate had pro- 
ceeded two hours, Democratic leaders 
expressed the belief a vote would be 
reached early this evening and that 
only an unusually long speech by Sen- 
ator La Follette would postpone action 
beyond that time. 

Senator La Follette, who yesterday 
forced the resolution over until today, 
was nut in the chamber when Senator 
Hitchcock got unanimous consent to 
take it up. 

Almost every other Senator and many 
House members were present when the 
debate began. 

In a brief opening statement, Senato: 
Hitchcock, in charge of the resolution, 
said the present was a time for “action, 
not discussion.”’ 

“The time for discussion has passed,” 
he said. ‘““‘The President has already 
stated more clearly, effectivel?, more 
conclusively, the reasons which make 
this grave step necessary. The resolu- 
tion provides for war against the Im- 
perlal German Government. It is framed 
on the lines of other war resolutions. 
It places the responsibility for the war 
squarely upon the shoulders of the Ger- 
man Government, charged with repeat- 
ed acts of war against the United 
States. It is also unquestionably a 
declaration of war.-— 

“l am impressed with the solemn- 
ity of the occasion Some may be 
filled with joy at the prospect of war. 
To me, it is depressing and dreadful. 
The enormous cost which the people 
must pay, the great increase in the 
cost of living, the enormous burden 
of taxes the people must bear, and 
the still greater heritage of death 
stagger my mind. The awful sacrifice 
of lives that must follow sickens my 
heart. T am sure many other Sena- 
tors feel as I do.”

Senator Lodge said one of the first 
acts of the United States should be to 
seize the German ships now in the 
United States ports and put them in the 
world’s service. He said this had never 
been a military nation and that the 
country was unprepared for war. 

“The worst of all wars,’’ he continued, 
‘is a feeble war.’ War is too awful to 
be entered upon half-heartedly. If we 
fight at all, we must fight for all we 
are worth, 

“There are in my opinion some things 
worse for a nation than war. National 
degereracy is worse; nationa) cowardice 
is worse. The division of our people into 
race groups, striving to direct the course 
of the United States in the interest of 
some other country when we should 
have but one alliance, one hope and one 
tradition, all these dangers have been 
gathering about us and aarkening the 
horizon, during the last three years. 
Whatever suffering and misery war may 
bring it will at least sweep these foul 
things away. It will unify us into one 
nation. 

Our Very Security at Stake. 

‘“‘T also believe that on our entrance 
into this war under the conditions which 
it has assumed, our future peace, our 
independence as a proud ang. high-spir- 
ited nation, our very security are at 
stake. There is no other way as lI see 
it except by war to save these things 
without which national existence is a 
mockery and a sham. 

“But there is still a higher purpose 

here as I look upon it. The President 
has said with great justice that Ger- 
many is making war upon all nations. 
We do not enter upon this war to se- 
cure victory for one nation as against 
another. We enter this war to unite 
with those who are fighting the common 
foe in order to preserve human freedom 
Gemocracy and .modern  civ'lization. 
They are all in grievous peril. We are 
resisting an effort to thrust mankind 
back to forms of government, to politi- 
cal creeds and methods of conquest 
which we had hoped nad disappearea 
forever from the world. We are ltight- 
ing against a nation which, in the fash- 
ion of centuries ago, drags the inhab- 
ifants of conquered lands into slavery, 
which carries off women and girls for 
even worse purposes; Which in its mad 
desire to conquer mankind and trample 
them under foot has stopped at nec 
wrong, has regarded no treaty. 
“The work that we are called upon 
to do when we enter this war is to 
preserve the principles of human 
the principles’ of demoéracy 
and the light of modern civilization, 
all that we most love, all that Wwe 
hold dearer than life itself. We wish 
only to preserve our own peace ang 
our own security, to uphold the great 
doctrine which guards the American 
hemisphere, and to see the disap- 
pearance of all.wars or rumors of 
wars from the East, if any dangers 
there exist. 

“What we want most of all bv 
victory which we shall help to 
is to secure the world’s peace, 
on freedom and democracy, a world 
not controlled by a Prussian mili- 
tary autocracy, but by the will of the 
free people of the earth. We shall 
achieve this result and when we 
achieve it we shall be able to say 
that we have not fought in vain.”

Paris Reports Continuation of 
the Fighting South of Ailette 
River. 


GAIN ALONG THE SOMME 


British Describe Capture of 
Maissemy and the Breaking 
Up of Counter Attacks.

PARIS,. April 4.—French’ patrols last 
night reached the southwestern out- 
skirts of St. Quentin, the War Office an- 
nounces. Fighting continued south: of 
the Ailette. The French made further 
gains east and west of the Somme. 

The statement follows: 

“Bast and west of the Somme our 
troops continued to make progress over 
the whole front attacked by us yester- 
day. Beyond Dallon French reconnoiter- 
ing parties pushed forward as far as the 
southwestern outskirts of St. Quentin. 
Northeast of Castres our troops reached 
a line south of Grugies. On our right 
Mont-Sur-Oise was captured. Every- 
where the enemy was subjected toa Vie 
lent artillery fire. - 

“South of the Ailette the fighting was 
continued on the outskirts of Laffaux, 
and in the village, which we penetrated, 
in spite of violent resistence of the en- 
emy over every yard of ground. South 
of Vauveney German counter attacks 
were broken up by our fire, which in- 
flicted heavy losses on our opponents.’’ 

The official communication issued last 
night said: * 

“East and west of the Somme, after 
violent artillery preparaticn, our troops 
attacked an enemy posation, which ex- 
tended north of the line of Castres, 
Essigny and Benay, from L’Epine dé 
Wallon as far as the Oise. Notwitn- 
standing ihe stubborn resistance of the 
enemy, our troops everywhere reached 
their objective and occupied on a front 
ot about 13 kilometers a series of pvints 
of support, solidly organized and hel: 
by large forces. L’Espine de Dallon and 
the villages of Dallon, Giffecourt an: 
Cerizy and several heights south of Ur- 
villers are in our power. 

“South of the Ailette River we cor:- 
tinued to progress in the region of Lat- 
faux; the southern and northeartern 
outskirts of which we hold. 

“Our troops likewise captured Vau- 
veny and have taken foot on tne ridge 
north of that hamlet. Our batteries took 
under their ftre a German column march- 
ing in the direction of Laffaux Milil. 

“The enemy violently bombarded the 
town of Rheims, into which mere than 
“000 shells were fired. Several civilians 
were killed.’ 

The official report.from British head- 
quarters last night said: 

“In the course of a successful attack 
vesterday, southeast of Arras, our 
troops, after prolonged fighting, carried 
the village of Henin-Sur-Cojeul, in addi- 
tion to the villages already reported cap- 
tured. During the evening a second Ger- 
man counter attack was broken up by 
our artillery. 

“Further south we also captured the 

village of Maissemy and occupied Rones- 
sev Wood. ‘ 
“Two German airplanes were brought 
down by our gunfire yesterday, one of 
which fell in lines.

THAT 1S SUNK 


Five of Twenty-five Survivors of 
Freighter Trevose Finally 
Reach New York. 


ADRIFT FOUR DAYS 


Twenty-four on Alnwick Castle 
Picked Up by the Steamer 
Venezia. 


NEW YORK, April 4.—One hundred 
and ten persons, including two women 
and one baby, are missing from two 
British steamships, the Trevose and 
the Alnwick Castle, each torpedoed 
without warning by German subma- 
rines. There were no Americans on 
either vessel. 

Twenty-four survivors, six of them 
passengers, arrived here yesterday on 
the French steamship Venezia of the 
Fabre line, which rescued them at s2a 
after they had heen adrift four days 
and four nights, during which five other 
men died from exposure. Besides these 
five, two of the crew of the-~ Trevose 
were killed by an explosicn. 

The Trevose, a freighter, five of whose 
crew reached here on the Venezia, was 
sunk on March 18, when 12 days out 
from Newcastle, England, with coal for 
Alexandria, Egypt. George Grey, stew- 
ard of South Shielas, one of the sur- 
vivors, said: the U-boat captain sent a 
torpedo into the Trevose at 10:30 a. m. 
The explosion did not sink the ship im- 
mediately, and the surviving 2% men took 
to the boats. About a half hour iater, 
Grey said, the submarine showed itself 
and sent a crew to the Trevose, which 
disposed of the ship with a bomb. 


Rescue Vessel Sunk. 
In their boats the crew @4rifted until 


night, when the Alnwick Castle ap- 
peared. They had been on this vessel 
only 12 hours when she was torpedoed 
by an unseen U-boat. The Ainwick Cas- 
tle was going from London to Capetown, 
and carried 100 head of blooded cattle 
for South Africa. Besides a crew of 
100, she had five cavin and nine steer- 
age passengers. 

The Almwick Castle was 200 miles :.t 
sea when disaster came at 6:30 a. ™. 
The 139. persons aboard included the Tre- 
vose’s crew of 2, and among the Aln- 
vicd’s passengers were one woman and 
her 3-months-old child. The other wom- 
an on board was the stewardess. 

“All of our six boats were launched,”’ 
reads a statement by Capt. Chave of 
the Alnwick Castle, ‘‘and the skip sanj 
in 26 minutes. The submarine emerged 
from the sea among the boats and 
watched the vessel founder slow by the 
head, then went off after another steam- 
ship which we could see about four 
miles to the east. ; 

“Shortly after we saw this steamer 
blown up, ard iater we sailed through 
ihe debris and wreckage, but saw no 
sign of her boats.”’ 

This ship seemed to explode like a 
ciant. firecracker, other witnesses said, 
and must have been heavily laden with 
munitions. 

All that day the boats kept together, 
Capt: Chave said, but during the night 
they became separated. In No. 1 boat 
with the skipper were 11 of his own 
crew, six of the passengers and five of 
the Trevose’s crew. Their raticns con- 
sisted of less than one week’s supply of 
biscuit, one can of condensed milk and 
two small breakers of water. Careful

Five Die in Boat, 

Gales disabled the rudder, blew away 
the sail and mast, both of which were, 
however, recovered, and vonstant labor, 
shortage of water and ‘lack of sieep, to- 
gether with bitterly cold winds caused 
some of the men to become delirious.

caused Connett to lose thousands of 
Democratic votes. 

One element ot the Democratic party 
was dissatisfied because the American- 
ism issue was not made stronger by the 
party managers, and the other was dis- 
satisfied because it was raised at all. 

In addition to the inefficiency of the 
Democratic organization, Connett had 
the practically open opposition of the 
supporters of Dr. John H. Simon, whom 
he defeated for the nomination in the 
March primary election, and also the 
opposition of Ferd Warner and John T. 
Soy, Democratic leaders in the Second 
and Third Wards. They fought him 
because Connett was active in the in- 
vestigation that lec to Warner's in- 
dictment for bribery several years age. 
Both the Second and Third Wards 
gave heavy majorities against Connett. 

Connett said today that he had but one 
complaint to make, and that was 
against Dr. Simon. 

“During the primary campaign the 
three Democratic candidates all spoke 
from the same platform at a meeting at 
the Hamilton Hotel,’’ Connett said. 
“Bach of us, Dr. Simon, Frank H. Ger- 
hart and myself, made a pledge to sup- 
port the successful candidate. Dr. Simon 
made a speech in which he complained 
bitterly of the attitude of Saunders Nor- 
vell, whom he defeated for the nomina- 
tion four vears ago. He declared that 
if he should be defeated he would not go 
tarpon fishing, but would stay at home 
and give loyal support to the ticket. His 
reference to tarpon fishing will be un- 
derstood when it is explained that Nor- 
vell went fishing after the primary elec- 
tion four years ago. 

Wouldn't Preside at Meetings. 

“Dr. Simon was asked to preside at 
several meetings, and refused. I happen 
to know that he appeared before the 
Taxpayers’ Protective Federation, which 
had voted to indorse me, and influenced 
it to withdraw the indorsement. That is 
the kind of support that the Democratic 


candidates received from Dr. Simon and 


his friends. That is the way Dr. Simon 
kept his pledge to loyally support the 
Democratic ticket.’’ 

Warner and Soy delivered the Second 
Ward to Mayor Kiel by 1288 pluratity: 
The Republican majority in this ward 
was only 672 last November. The Fifth 
Ward, which is normally a strong Dem- 
ocratic ward, gave Connett a plurality 
of only 275, which is.a Democratic ma- 
jority of more than. 1000 less than it 
gave last fall. There was also a fall- 
ing off in the Demecretic majority in 
the Fourth Ward of 813. 

Mayor Kiel carried the Tenth Ward 

2064, the Eleventh by 2631, the 
the Thirteenth bv 2648, 
and the Fourteenth by 2071. All the 
other South St. Louis wards gave him 
substantial majorities. The Twenty-sev- 
enth Ward which Democrats expected 
to give Connett a big majority, gave 
Kiel a pluraiity of 739. The Twenty- 
eighth Ward, normally Republican, but 
oceasionally Democratic, returned a Kie 
majority of 388. 

Player in Office 12 Years. 

Comptroller Player, who has served 12 
véars, and who made an excellent record 
as chief financial officer of the city, ran 
6215 votes ahead of Connett. Player had 
the opposition of the labor organizations 
because he had opposed the payment 


of union wages to certain classes of city 
aimed 
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labor, but he was strongly supported by 
the organizations which were interested 
in preventing waste of city money. For- 
nier Sheriff Nolte, who defeated Player, 
is widely known throughout St. Louis, 
and in his two races for Sheriff he led 
his ticket. 


Kiel’s big plurality, as compared with 
his margin of 2200 over Dr. John H. Si- 
mon four years ago, is held to be a 
tribute to his personal popularity and 
calls attention to the political skill which 
he has shown during his administration, 
He has not only held the support of all 
the city employes directly or indirectly 
subordinate to him. but he has placated 
ward leaders inclined to be hostile. The 
most important of these was Collector 
Koeln, and the returns from his ward, 
the Twelfth, show that he backed the 
Mayor effectively. 

Edward W. Wiehe, of the Fifth Ward, 
candidate for member of the Board of 
Aldermen, led the Republican ticket 
with a -plurality of 26,144 over Charles 
Rizzo, his Democratic opponent. Alder- 
man Clinton E. Udell of the Twenty- 


third Ward, had a plurality of 25,501 over 


George E. Kempland, his Democratic 
Udell was a member of the 
Board of Freeholders which wrote the 
new City Charter. at 

The election returns show that there 
was little scratching. W. C. McChesney, 
Republican candidate for re-election in 
the Seventeenth Ward. who failed to 
receive the indorsement of any of the 
organizations that recommend candi- 
dates, defeated his Democratic opponent 
by 24,918 votes.

Passenger Ships Finland and St. 
Paul Cross Safely, Being Out 
Since March 24. 


NEW YORK, April 4.—Word was re- 
ceived here today fof the arrival of the 
American passenger steamships Finland 
and St. Paul at English ports. Both 
ships left an American port March 2. 
They were armed. 

In addition to cargo and mail, the St. 
Paul carried 61 passengers, among them 
four Americans. The Finland carried no 
passengers.

One American Believed to Have Per- 
ished on British Ship Stanley. 

NEW YORK, April 4.—One American 
fireman, believed to be Frank Burns of 
Newport News, Va., was among several 
members of the crew who lost their lives 
when the British steamship Stanley was 
sunk by a German submarine about 100 
miles west of the Irich coast, March

Fifteen survivors brought here yester- 
day by the steamship Port Albany,: fear 
that their captain amd 18 more men also 
were lost.

Burns and another fireman died of ex- 
posure in the open lifeboat. Three en-

All suffered 
intensely from the cold which froze the 
spray driven over them by the northerly 
gale.

LAWS MUST BE OBEYED 


Baltimore Editor Says War 
Against German Government 
Is War Against People. 


CHICAGO, April 4.—The leading Ger- 
nian newspapers of Chicago call on nat- 
uralized and unnaturalized Germans in 
the United States to support and make 
v-hatever sacrifices the country demands 
to conquer the Kaiser. The Abend Post 
says: 

‘We are either American citizens or 
aliens. Those here who are subjects of 
fc: reign countries or monarchs are guests 
of this country. It is the guest’s duty 
to adapt himself to the duties of the 
house or the country in which he dwells 
and faithfully follow the rules and obey 
the laws which are made and enforced. 
It is his duty to avoid anything which 
may in any way disturb order and in- 


ternal peace of the country. The du- 


ties of the guest are clear. The guest 
forfeits the right to hospitality as soon 
as he makes himself obnoxious or harm- 
ful. 

“Our republic is a representative de- 
mocracy. The Congress speaks for the 
people, and when Congress resolves that 
war exists between the United States 
and Germany that must be taken as 
the verdict of the people. Then all good 
citizens must equally be ready to bear 
the sacrifices which may be their part. 
Then there remains for the citizen only 
to do that which his duty demands of 
him. 

‘“‘Love is noble, deep and great; it is 
a German thought that duty stands 
above even love; that loyal performance 
ot bitter duty is the highest expression 
of deepest, purest and strongest love.”’ 


WESTLICHE POST OBJECTS 
TO BIG ARMY AND LOANS 


Thinks Southern States Will 
Danger in Military Training. 
of Negroes. 

The Westliche Post, in an editorial 
headed ‘‘The Declaration of War Post- 
poned,’’ said today that Senator a Fol- 
lette’s action would not prevent the de- 
claring of war, as Congress cannot now 
go back on the President, and that it 
makes no practical difference whether 
the declaration comes on one day or an- 
other. But it adds that a practical op- 
position will appear to two features of 
the President’s plans—the creation of a 
large army, and the granting of credits 
to the allies. 

“The creation of a great army,’’ the 
editorial says, ‘“‘implies the unescapable 
requirement of universal service, a serv- 
ice which is not confined to the white 
people, but includes the negro. This 
phase of the matter has -called forth 
earnest consideration from the repre- 
sentatives of Southern states, who right- 
ly see a grave danger in the military 
training of the negroes, where the white 
population has but a narrow majority, 
if indeed it is not in the minority. 

“The question of credits is yet more 
serious. Every Senator and Representa- 
tive is ready cheerfully for sacrifices for 
the sake of his own country, knowing 
that the people stand behind him; but 
boundless credits for the allies will, te 
all appearances, meet an exasperated 
opposition, since the great mass of the 
people are not so enthusiastically agreed 
about it as the allied organs of the East 
assert. 

“The words ‘war of gold’ have a whol- 
ly disreputable sound; the people invol- 
untarily think, in this connection, of 
Pierpont Morgan and Wall street, two 
names which do not enjo: an overflow- 
ing popularity.”’

‘DETROIT, Mich., April 4.—8he 
Abenaé Post discusses President Wil- 
son’s address as follows:

BERNE, April. 4.—Brand Whitlock, 
American Minister to belgium, who 
left Brussels Monday, reached Berne 
at 6 o'clock last evening, looking 
worn and weary. He admitted feeling 
nervous and fatigued aftur the strain 
under which he has been working. 
Whitlock was accompanied (frora 
Zurich to Berne by Pleazant A. Stov- 
all, American Minister to Switzerland. 

From Brussels to the frontier the 
Whitlock party was escorted by Baron 
von Falkenhausen, an vo’ficial es- 
pecially delegated by Sovernor-Gen- 
eral von Bissing. In vldition to 60 
Americans comprising. the legation 
staff, consular agents and all but 
five of the Belgian Relie* Commission 
officials, Whitlock traveled with the 
Chinese Charge d’Affaires, his staff 
and their families. The Chinese of- 
ficials had received instructions to 
leave Brussels for Havre at almost 
the same time as the Americans. 

Whitlock described his departure 
from Brussels as touching. The Bel- 
gians, who since the breach of rela- 
tions between the United States and 
Germany, have been pathetically anx- 
iédus lest the departure of the Ameri- 
can might mean starvation for them, 
gathered by thousands at the Gare 
du Nord to say farewell.

peace action. This time Austria leads 


the way and Germany follows at a 
measured distance. Czernin wants a 
peace of self-preservation; Berlin's ‘of- 
ficial circles’ remark that the peace 
So 
say the ‘political circles’ of London, 
Paris and Petrograd; but if things ever 
get so far that they came together at a 
conference table, the nation would soon 
teach the diplomats the lesson that 
peace is so precious that it alone is 
worth sacrifices. 

“The proposal in its new form is 
worth weighing by all who do not brush 
aside abruptly the peace thought. 
Heretofore our enemies have said that 
Germany was trying to lure them into 
a trap. According to Czernin’s propos- 
als, however, the door of war is not 
locked at all. While the diplomats ne- 
gotiate, the enemies are to be in a posi- 
tion to continue the war. During this 
time the enemies will be in/ position to 
strive for military successes and, con- 
versely, if the negotiations show a pos- 
sibility of reaching an’ agreement, hos- 
tilities can naturally be suspended. 
Sometime a beginning must be made. 

Favors Reforms at Once. 

“Czernin’s common sense proposal 
has taken the wind out of one enemy 
argument—that the Central Powers 
sought to lure the entente into a 
peace trap. There is left to them 
only the legend of the fight of dem- 
ocracy against autocracy. These 
modern Crusaders preach war against 
German and Austro-Hungarian des- 
potism. Would it really be so bad 
if we all let ourselves be baptized 
democratically? In Germany as in 
Austria-Hungary the new. orienta- 
tion has teen announced with the 
Strongest protestations. The talk 
about antithesis between democracy 
and autocracy is three-quarters swin- 
dle, and as to the remaining quarter, 
the remedy has already been prom- 
ised for after the war. But why not 
now and at once? 

“Today we see the Central Powers 
again at work to bring the world 
war to an honorable and fruitful 
peace. This labor could be facili- 
tated if they would make clear to all 
the world the hollowness of the one 
remaining argument at the enemy’s 
disposal, and by means of a far- 
Shining deed put an end to the fool- 
ish legend that Central Europe is 
governed by new Atillas and Ghengis- 
Kahns.” 

The inspired Lokal Anzeiger this 
afternoon says: “The significant re- 
cent utterance, both in Germany and 
in Austria-Hungary, as to our atti- 
tude toward the internal - Russian 
event, will have proved to the Rus- 
Sian nation, which in its broad masses 
is peacefully inclined, that this peace- 
ful spirit is shared by the nations of 
the Central Powers as well.’ 

The Lokal Anzeiger points out that 
Count Czernin certainly would not have 
spoken out his idea of a peace confer- 
ence with a simultaneous continuance 
of the war, if he had not first assured 
himself of the approval of his allies. It 
adds: 

“In any event, it is calculated to brand 
as a lie the assertion gf our enemies 
that our last year’s peace offer was not 
honestly made, but served tricky ends; 
and it will* further emphasize the up- 
right peace will of our nations. This 
harmonious agreement between Berlin 
and Vienna extends also to the leading 
circles in Sofia and Constantinople, and 
will shortly receive additional empha- 
sis by the visit to Germany of a high- 
placed personage from the Danube mon- 
archy. 

“We are stronger on the west, and on 
all fronts, and the more we feel the 
strength within us to hold on to the very 
end, the more are we justified in offer- 
ing our enemies a peace which will be 
worth the tremendous sacrifices to al] 
parties concerned. If our enemies are 
not willing to seize this opportunity of 
ending the bloedy struggle, they do so 
on their own responsibility. We are pre- 
pared to hold out further; and in this 
regard, too, there is no difference of 
opinion in the juadruple alliance.”’

Grops Which Can Be Raised: Most Succedbtitty in 
Late Summer and Fall. . 


By C. G. CARPENTER, 
Member of the Faculty of the Missvuri 
“State College of Agriculture. 
ARTICLE III. 

, HEN the weather becomes hot 
MV and dry in late June and July, 
; '» the carly spring crops like peas, 
lettuce, etc., do not grow well, 

and since they may be harvested about 
thig time, we must either let part of 
‘our ground stand idle or find other spe- 
| cies to take their place. Luckily, there 
are many vegetables which endure sum- 
mer heat, and there are a few which 
may be planted successfully in hot 
weather.: Some of these, which we have 
-mentioned before, are eggplant, carrot, 
peppers, beans, late cabbage, etc. Oth- 
rs are corn, okra and the cucurbits or 
| Melons. 
if we expect: to plant these late crops 


ply of water. When the city water is 
-available this is easy, but if the garden 
iis located beyond the city mains an- 
‘other method has to be used. This is 
‘largely an effort to save all the rain 
‘and snow fall of the previous winter, 
'and is accomplished by‘the proper han- 
' dling of the land during the spring. By 
t fall plowing the surface is left rough, 
; SO that less snow blows off and the 
rains soak into the soil instead of run- 
;ning off. In the spring the s?rface is 
; harrowed, or kept loose with a rake or 
| cultivator, to prevent evaporation. The 
|} early planted crops will use quite a bit 
| of water, but usually enough rain falls 
' at this season to more than supply these 
; crops. By frequent cultivation to main- 
tain a ‘“‘dust mulch’’—that is, a loose 
layer of dry surface soil—there need be 
very little loss of the soil moisture be- 
| fore the late crops are planted. 
Sowing Second Crop. 
As soon as the early crops are off the 
| greund, it should be prepared for sow- 
‘ing the seed, just as it was in the 
-gpring for the early crops. In sowing 
| the seed or setting the plants there is 
a new factor to be considered. The 
' early seeds were planted shallow, so 
they would be in the warm and compar- 
atively dry top soil. When sowing in 
jate June or July we find the first inch 
, of soil very dry and hot so that we 
have to plant deeper to place the seed 
in’ ffioist, cool ground. Thus, corn or 
begs may be planted 2 inches deep 
ang, meloas about an inch below the 
sur. ace. Very small seeds, like turnip, 
should be sown just before or after 
a rain, because to bury them an inch 
w prevent them coming up. 
re are three main groups of these 
4 summer and fall crops: First, cu- 
curbits or melons, including cucumbers, 
squashes and pumpkins; second, those 
meturing during hot weather, such as 
‘own, okra, beans, etc.; third, those ma- 
“Mute in the cool weather of fall, such 
‘as°late cabbage and the root crops. 
This ts not an exact grouping, but is 
useful as a guide to the cultural re- 
eqiBgements. You will notice that some 
i) es, such as beans and cabbage, are 
_algg..placed in other groups when they 
ureigrown under other conditions or for 
other purposes. 
Phe method of planting cabbage, beets, 
0 ps, étc., has been detailed tn pre- 
nN papers. Still there are a few 
changes in methods when growing them 
fora late crop. The weather is apt to 
é be_dry so that wider spacing is often 
- ary unless irrigation water is 
‘2 able. Also different varieties are 
» Slower growing or larger kinds 
bebe suitable. This group is planted 
at the time the early crops are har- 
veried. In other words, these are used 
“as succession crops to the early vege- 
» tables. The aim is to get the plants up 
sand, well established so that they may 
fill out rapidly when suitable Mojst cool 
“weether comes in late summer and fall. 
‘lhus, late cabbage makes its best 
growth after the middle of August and 
turnips will grow until the ground 
_ freezes.

Transplant several times to make a good 
root system, each time shearing off the 
upper parts of the leaves. For the late 
crep, which makes its growth in the fall 
and'is the easiest grown, set in the field 
about June 15 or July 1. The plants 
should be 6 or 8 inches apart in the 
rows, and the rows 24 to 36 inches apart. 
Of the hot weather crops nearly all 
indy’ be used either for succession or 
-dlanted soon after frost danger. These 
include corn, which may be planted quite 


| not well adapted to small gardens. They 


| we should be certain of a sufficient sup- | 


require too much space and too much 
time to mature. However, they may 
sometimes be used to advantage, es- 
pecially for purposes of crop fotation. 
Occasionally cucumbers are grown suc- 
cessfully on a trellis, such as is used 
in greenhouses. The ‘“‘bush’’ squashes 
and the cucumbers require the least 
space and mature quickest. After these 
come the muskmelons, watermelons, 
winter squashes and pumpkins. All ex- 
cept the cucumbers and “bush’’ squashes 
may usually be purchased cheaper than 
they can be grown on a small scale. 
The cucurbits require a rich, light, 
mellow, warm soil,, well drained. A 
sandy loam is best. If the soil is nat- 
urally a heavy clay loam, it should be 
made loose and spongy by using plenty 
of vegetable matter (humus) or stable 
manure. The latter is the one best fer-

and partly filling it with a shovel or 
two of WELL ROTTED manure. The 
soil is. then finely pulverized and re- 
placed, leaving the hill an inch or two 
higher than the rest of the ground. It 
is important to keep the vines growing 
vigorously so that they will be more re- 
sistant to insects and diseases. It is 
seldom advisable to grow cucurbits in 
one place in successive years. 

These crops may be started early un;

Squashes and pumpkins should be 
harvested before frost and stored in a 
dry place where there is no danger of 
freezing. Few persons give sufficient 
cultivation to the melons.

In order to help our country as 
much as possible, let us, like Lincoln, 
unite all elements in our beloved 
land, because only ‘‘in unity there is 
strength.’ ‘‘With charity for all and 
malice towards none,’’ We can now 
in no other way support the Presi- 
dent and help our magnificent coun- 
try fulfill its glorious mission as the 
liberator of mankind more than by : 
following the teachings of our immor- 
tal Lincoln.

Kersting Holds City Position. 

Kersting now receives $3000 a year 
from the city as an Assaciate City Coun- 
selor, under an appointment made by 
Mayor Kiel, Jan. 2, last. 

When the war started in 1914, Kersting 
was President of the St. Louis Branch 
of the German-American Alliance. On 
May 28, 1915, he prepared and introduced 
before his organization a resolution urg- 
ing all Missourians in Congress to use 
every possible means within their pow- 


er to prohibit the sale and exportation | 


of arms and ammunitions of war. While 
conceding in the resolution, that the ex- 
portations of munitions from the United 
States to the allies ‘“‘may be in accord- 
ance with the hitherto accepted rules of 
international law, ’’Kersting maintained 
that it was ‘‘nevertheless opposed to the 
dictates of humanity, civilization and 
justice.’’ 

Last June Kersting announced that 
the local branch of the German-Ameri- 
can Alliance would not participate in 
the preparedness parade which was held 
in St. Louis that month. He charged 
that munitions manufacturers were back 
of the parade. In a speech before the 
German-American Alliance Kersting was 
quoted as saying that he “‘would rather 
be hanged and go to hell than to march 
behind some of the men in the Security 
League.’’ 

Roosevelt Assailed Alliance. 

The refusal of Kersting and the Ger- 
man-American Alliance to participate in 
the Preparedness Parade was resented 
by Theodore Roosevelt, and the former 
President, in a speech at the City Club 
here May 31, last, charged the German- 
American Alliance with trying to wield 
political influence in behalf of German 
interests, and to coerce American public 
men and politicians. Roosevelt said that 
when the St. Louis branch of the al- 
liance refused to march in the local pre- 
paredness parade it proved itself to be 
anti-American. 

Two days later Kersting announced his 
candidacy for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Congress in the Tenth Missouri 
District, but was defeated in the pri- 
mary by Congressman Meeker. 

In the Hughes campaign last fall 
Kersting made Republican speeches in 
German in communities in the State 
where there was a considerable popula- 
tion of German origin. His speeches 
consisted mostly of abuse of President 
Wilson.

DUTIES OF NEN I 
MARINE. SERVICE 


“Soldiers of Seas’? First Called 
Into Ranks During the 
Revolutionary War. 


The Post-Dispatch complies, with 
the Marine Corps Commandant's re- 
quest that it publish facts about the 
service to aid in the recruiting of 
4000 men as “soldiers of the seas.” 
A reporter called at the recruiting 
headquarters for the Missouri dis- 
trict, at 122 North Seventh street, 
and obtained from Capt. F. M. Eslick, 
officer in charge, the following facts 
about the service: . 

The Marine Corps takes great pride in 
the knowledge that it was the first 
armed body of men called:into service 
of the United States during the Revolu- 
tionary War. It was given existence, 


| 


Capt. Eslich explained, through an act 
of the Continental Congress, Nov. 10, 
1775, and gallantly served throughout the 
war. It was disbanded at the close of 
the war, April 11, 1782, but was reorgan- 
ized and permanently established July 
11, 1798. 
Work of Corps Varied. 

Since then Marine Corps men have 
distinguished themselves in every ac- 
tion of the navy. The work of the 
Marine Corps is varied, sometimes 
being like that of infantry, at other 
times they perform artillery action, 
the ships upon which they travel be- 
ing supplied with arms to fit the kind 
of work required of them. It is the 
Marine Corps, and not the sailors, 
who make landings from the war- 
ships to first engage the enemy in 
conflict. 

Ih appearance the Marine Corps is 

picturesque. In the field marines 
wear the regulation khaki. The uni- 
form worn in garrison consists of a 
dark blue coat and light blue trous- 
ers. Non-commissioned officers wear 
broad red stripes on the _ trousers, 
and chevrons on the coat are of 
brightest golden yellow edged with 
. red. 
/ In war or peace, the marines are al- 
ways busy. So important are they-that 
they are required to have rull dress uni- 
forms. This is for formal functions and 
parades. They are always turned out 
as a guard of honor at home for the 
President and high officials, and when 
abroad it is the imarinez who grace the 
quarter decks of ships when foreign 
Kings, potentates and dignitaries are re- 
ceived by the naval officers. 

To become a Marine. the appli- 
cant must be 18 to 35 years old, un- 
married, in good health, and must 
pass rigid physical examination. Once 
accepted the recruit ts sent to Fort 
Royal, S. C., just south of Charles- 
ton, for training. There for three 
months he is put through a course 
of physical instruction, consisting of 
Swedish exercises, setting up drill, 
bayonet exercises, gallery practice 
and the regulation infantry and ar- 
ttllery drills. His shooting practice 
includes revolver target practice and 
long distance firing with rifles. He 
is also put through rigorous boat 
drills and instructed to become an 
adept at rowing. First aid, pitching 
camp, camp sanitation and chiropody 


rine must look to. 
Private’s Pay $15 a Month. 

A private starts in at $1 
and in foreign service gets 
month. By application he 
chance to gain promotion to a plate 
at' $2400 a year. The last Congress 
gave to the: Marine Corps a set ~ 
men with rank of Warrant Officer. 
These officers are appointed by the 
President, but do not have to be ap- 
proved by the Senate, as are com- 
missioned officers. 

The rank was made entirely for 
worthy first sergeants, quartermas- 
ters and sergeants majors. In these 
ranks from $1500 to $2430 a year is 
paid, and there is no restriction as 
to age, a man of 50, if he is capable, 
being eligible to get the position if 
his work deserves consideration. Cor- 
porals, in times of peace, get $21, and 
in foreign service $51.60 per month; 
sergeants get $30 a month at home 
and $63.60 abroad, and sergeants ma- 
jor earn $45 in time of peace and 
$§2.80 in wartime. 

‘At each re-enlistment a private in- 
creases his pay $8 a month, until his 
pay reaches $31.20 per month. He can 
increase his earnings by becoming ex- 
pert with the rifle. A sharpshooter gets 
$5 a month extra, an expert rifleman $3 
and a marksman $2 a month.

The battle of Shiloh was fought 
over again Monday by veterans of 
the conflict, armed with maps and 
pencils, in the saloon of the steam- 
boat St. Louis moored at the foot of

I ran out of Minie balls here, and

Then a gunboat would change its posi- 
tion—and just when we thought there 
would be a lull a dozen cannon balls 
would burst over us, the rebe's would 
charge our heights, and the gunboats 
would let loose again.

We 
drove them back, slowly at first, and 
then faster as our cavalry got into ac- 
tion. By 4 o’clock that afternoon we

Such were some of the comments 
made by members of the National 
Association of Survivors of the Bat-. 
tle of Shiloh, composed of over 3000 
Union veterans. More than 200 
gathered in St. Loui and left Monday 
night for Pittsburg Landing, Tenn., 
for their twelfth annual reunion on 
the battlefield. 

It was there, on the west bank 
of the Tennessee River, that Gen- 
Albert Sidney Johnson of the Con- 
federacy on April 6 and 7, 1862, sought 
to force his way northward, being Op- 
posed by Gen. Grant and the Federal 
army of Tennessee and Ohio. The 
Confederates numbered 40,500 men, 
and were stopped by 62,000 Union sol- 
dlers. Of the latter, 1754 were killed 
and 8404 were wounded; the Con- 
federates lost 1728, and 8912 wounded. 

In Battle at 15. 

George P. Washburn, 70 years old, of 
Ittawa, Kan, one of the survivors, a 
member of Company H, Twenty-first 
Missouri, was only 15 years old then, and 
is said to have been the youngest Unicr 
soldier present. His father was the 
first Lieutenant in his company. 

And this is the story of the battle, as 
told by him to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“Grant’s army, numbering about 38,009 
men, were scaitered along the west 
bank of the river for seven iniles at 
Pittsburg Landing. Our regiment was 
almost in the center, and three and a 
half miles from the river. 

“During the night befcre there hat 
been heavy firing on the picket lines— 
especially toward Seay field, several) 
miles to the west of us. Shortly after 
reveille our divisional General, Prentiss, 
rode on his black horse past our lines 
very sedately. 

‘‘A few minutes later he gave an or- 
der for three companies from each 
regiment under him to reinforce’ the 
picket lines. That was about 6 o’clock. 
The companies moved forward, and the 
rest of us continued eating our rasher 
of bacon and the hardtack we had. Fif- 
teen miYiytes later Prentiss came down 
the line, shouting to the officers for

“We fell back to our color line, where 


we had been stationed the night before. 
There was no field wireless in those 
days, so an orderly was dispatched to 
Grant's headquarters at Savannah, 
seven miles away, and dispatch riders 
dashed back and forth between the 
lines, carrying the word that the rebel 
forces were on us. 

**Hold your position at all costs,’ was 
the word our regiment received. We 
tried to. But the rebels flanked us ani! 
we were in what now is known as tlie 
Hornet’s Nest. That was about 19:30 
o'clock, and we held on five or six 
hours. 

“It was no child's play. There were 
no elaborate trenches or bombproofs— 
we got behind trees if we could an:

There had 
been a little lull, and we had closed our 
ranks. Suddenly the bugles on the oth- 
er side sounded the charge—and-: the 
gray line began advancing.

HOW RECRUITS — 
ARE TRAINED FOR 


» REGULAR ARMY 


Quick, Intensive Work Which 
Newly Enlisted Men at Jeffer- 
son Barracks Are Undergoing. 


ABOUT 2000 NOW THERE 


Preparations Made for Larger 
Number—Can Be Sent to 
Regiment in 10 to 25 Days. 


Pollowing President Wilson's recom- 
mendation to Congress that it authorize 
@ conscription army of 500,000 men, spe- 
@ial interest attaches to Jefferson Bar- 
racks, one of the five large army recruit- 
fing depots of this country, where many 
of the recruits who eventually make up 
the regular army are given preliminary 
training before being assigned to the 
various army units. 

As the guest of Col. G. L. R. Irwin, 
Commandant, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
spent a day at the barracks, witnessing 
its activities. There untrained counttry 


and city boys are gathered from all 


parts of the United States and quickly 
put through a course of intensive train- 
ing to fit them for immediate army 
work. 

At the Barracks a sign of war is the 
appearance of tents for recruits, and 
Quartermaster R. R. Wood has ordered 
100 additional, capable of accommodating 
1000 “‘rookies.’’ Permanent quarters late- 
ly have been kept well filled and indica- 
tions are that a declaration of a state 
of war will bring increased enlistment. 
About 30 tents already have been pitched 
to take care of recruits which the talk 
of war has brought forward. 

Noon Fiag Raising Ceremony. 

The garrison flag was raised at noon 
yesterday in recognition of the Presi- 
dent’s recommendation for a state of 
war declaration. The garrison was as- 
sembled in parade formation and the 
band played national airs. Col. Irwin, 
whose regular assignment is with the 
Fourth Field ‘Artillery, told the Post- 
Dispath reporter that the men marching 
and maneuvering under the direction of 
drill Sergeants would be dispatched in 
from 10 to 2% days to join border com- 
panies or go to posts at Eastern coast 
cities.

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movements or undergoing drill in the 
manual of arms. 

Thus far no orders have been received 
from the War Department at either the 
Barracks or the General Quartermas- 
ter’s Depot at Second and Arsenal 
streets, to prepare for an extraordinary 
call for men, such as was indicated in 
President Wilson’s message to Congress. 
At both places officers, while not per- 
mitted to go into details, indicated that 
any requirement of the Government as 
tc supplies for a large army could be 
met promptly. 


Large Stores of Clothing. 
At the Quartermaster’s depot it was 


said large stores of clothing and equip- 
ment were on hand, sufficient to take 
care of the needs of the Central Depart- 
ment of the United States, the 20,000 mi- 
litia already called to duty in this dis- 
trict and for the needs of all the men 
in the district who might enlist volun- 
tarily. It was suggested also that the 
Quartermaster’s department here would 
be ready to take care of its pro rata 
share of the 600,000 men the President 
recommends be called out. It was ex- 
plained it would be at least 60 days after 
the call before the men would need the 
supplies, which would give sufficient 
time to provide them. Stores at the 
arsenal, however, do not include ordi- 
nance. Arms for the men are handled 
by the Ordnance Department. 


At the barratks supplies of clothing 
are on hand for 7500 men. Requisition is 
being made to provide for 6000 more. 
Large supplies of foodstuffs, such as 
staple groceries, are not carried. These 
are obtained by requisition through the 
Quartermaster’s depot, and are delivered 
direct from wholesale dealers. However, 
according to Capt. Wood, the barracks 
has a three months’ supply of staples 
for a normal garrison of 1500 men. This 
does not include fresh meat, which is 
delivered by the packers as wanted. 


According to Col. Irwin there are now 
2000 men at the barracks. About 1800 
can be comfortably accommodated with-. 
out resorting to tents. On the cleared 
portions of the reservation, most of 
which is now used for parade grounds, 
a great many more could be taken care 
of if necessity required. If large num- 
bers of men were to be called into serv- 
ice more of the reservation could be 
cleared. There are 1300 acres of ground, 
much of which could be prepared for 
tents or permanent buildings in a short 
time, if desired. 

How Recruits Are Trained. 

Recruits come to Jefferson Barracks 
from the cities of the country, where 
they are accepted. After arriving here 
they are subject to a rigid physical ex- 
amination which, if they pass, results in 
enlistment. Then they are put through a 
course of lectures, which includes hy- 
giene and personal conduct in the army. 
At first their physical training consists 
of athletic .exercises to fit them for a 
rugged lifé® This training consists of 
broad jumping, high jumping, pole 
vaulting and hurdling. At convenient 
intervals the recruits are taken for 
*“hikes.’’ Later they are given target 
practice. They also have dally drills. 

According to Col. Irwin and other of- 
ficers at the Barracks, a man can be put 
into shape to pass muster with a reg- 
iment in about six weeks’ time, but he 
is in that time by no means a fully 
equipped soldier., A man of a fairly in- 
telligence, and who has:the adaptability 
to become a soldier will become thor- 
oughly proficient in the routine work re- 
quired of him after about six months of 
training, they say. 

Besides the work, time is found at the 
Barracks for recreation. Amusements 
are provided, the object being to attract 
the men to stay on the reservation dur- 
ing their free time. They have the priv- 
lleges of a gymnasium, a roller skating 
rink and several times a week girst- 
class picture shows are given. A swim- 
ming pool is nearly finished. 


| ‘The first duty of an accepted recruit 


is to take a bath. He then presents him- 
self to Serg. William A. Gray, who Tits 
him out with everything he needs. He 
is given, at this time of the year, four 


suits of underwear, two uniform shfts, 


two pairs of army breeches, a cap, serv- 
ice hat, belt, pair of woolen gloves, two 
pairs of socks, an army coat, a suit of 


| denim overalls and a pair of leggins. 


When being fitted with shoes the re- 
cruit is required to shoulder a 40-pound 
weight, the weight of the burden he 
must carry in the field, so that his foot 
will be forced well into the toe of the 
shoe and he can be fitted so that the 
shoe will not pinch. After his size is 
determined — which is ordinarily two 
sizes farger than he ordinarily wears—he 
is given tow pairs of shoes. He also gets 
a kit consisting of a comb and brush, 
two towels, razor, shaving soap and 
brush, two blankets and his bedding. 
The value of the clothing has been 
placed at $22.46. 

Soldiers Are Fed Well. 


A .soldier’s food, according to Capt. 
W. B. Cowin, who is in charge of the 
mess, costs 3613-100 cents a day and 
sometimes he receives meat and pota- 
toes three times a day. 

At the barracks today the food provid- 
ed will be a great deal better than many 
persons in private life are enjoying. It 
is served in good quantity, a portion 
of potatoes for each man being a trifle 
in excess of half a pound. Here are to- 
day’s menus:

STATE PAPER, SAYS ROOSEVELT 


Colonel Advocates Sending of Troops 
to Firing Lime as Rapidly 
as Possible. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—After read- 

ing President Wilson's address yester- 
day morning, Col. Roosevelt decided to 
stop in Washington on his way home 
from Florida and congratulate the Pres- 
ident. He called at the White House, 
but when he found the President was 
at work in the executive offices he 
would not seng in his name, but left his 
card. 
- Before departing for New York, the 
Colonel dictated a statement saying, 
“The President’s message is a great 
Staté paper, which will rank in history 
among the great state papers of which 
Americans in future years will be 
proud.’’ 

He declared troops must be sent to 
the firing line as rapidly as possible. He 
said he hoped he would be allowed to 
raise a division, but that the men to 
whom he would appeal to go with him 
would not respond unless assured they 
would be sent .into the fighting line at 
the earliest practicable moment. His 
Plans, the Colonel declared, depended 
on the policy of the Government. 

Secretary Tumulty issued this state- 
ment: ‘We were pleased and gratified 
by Col. Roosevelt’s visit.’

OKLAHOMANS ARE PLANTING 
MORE OF EVERYTHING 


Cotton Acreage Increase Heads the 
List, but More Land Is,Un- 
der the Plow. | 

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., April %.— 
Barring ravages by drouth or pests, thia 
will be the banner year in wealth from 
the soil of Oklahoma. The acreage in 
cultivation will be the largest in the 
State’s history, improved methods are 
being employed by the farmers, better 
seed is being planted and effort every- 
where is being put forth to get fhe maxi- 
mum yield. 

The State’ Board of Agriculture esti- 
mates that the acreage in cultivation 
this year will be 4 per cent greater than 
it was in 1916. Calculating upon the 
basis of 13,100,385, the number of acres 
reported last year, this season’s acre- 
age would be 13,624,400. That does not 
include town and city gardens. 

The increase is shown, briefly, in the 
areas devoted tv cotton, corn and four- 
age crops. The acreage planted to 
wheat and oats has been somewaht re- 
duced. The increase expected in cotton 
acreage is estimated at 13 per cent over 
1916, corn 3 per cent, forage crops 11 per 
cent. 

Farmers are planning to profit more 
than ever this year by the feeding of 
livestock. And, in order that they may 
get the greatest good from their feed, 
they are rapidly supplanting their conr:- 
mon breeds with pure bred cattle and 
hcgs. It is estimated that $1,000,000 was 
spent by the farmers of Oklahoma last 
year on pure bred livestock. The spread 
of the tick eradication work, too, is fast 
adding profit to the cattle industry in 
Oklahoma.
